Millions in Russia 
Die of Starvation 


Dr, F, Nansen, who is closely identi- 
fied with Russian relief, expressed 
himself in a pessimistic manner in a 
statement to the press representative, 
Monday afternoon, regarding the fam- 
ine in Russia. 

“It is too late to save the people of 
Russia,” he declared, “Whatever is 
done they will die by the millions. 
Livestock is dying everywhere and if 
nothing is done.there will presently be 
none remaining, Twenty American 
dollars will keep a horse alive, but a 
human life can be saved for fifteen 
shillings; that sum would keep a man 
alive until the new harvest. 

“You may talk about the horrors of 
war, but these people suffer for weeks 
and months before they die. Their 
bodies are nothing but skin and bones, 
but the famine-stricken do not come to 
that state until many days have pass- 
ed,”

CANADA PLACES EMBARGO 
ON ALL CATTLE COMING 
FROM THE BRITISH ISLES 


Ottawa, Feb, 1—Owing wo a serious 
outbreak of foot and mouth disease in 
various parts of Great Britain, an ord- 
er has been issued by the department 
of agriculture, effective now, prohib- 
iting the importation of all cattle, ru- 
minants and swine from any part of 
Great Britain and Iveland, This will 
mean the cancelaltion of several impor- 
tation permits which had previously 
been issued allowing the entry of pedi- 
greed stock from Scotland into Can~ 
ada, as the disease having been dis- 
covered in Scotland, the embargo is al- 
so against shipments from that coun-

It Is true that those who have the 
greatest dread of having their teeth 
worked upon are the ones who are the 
greatest sufferers from: toothache. 

The Primitive laws of man were all 
based upon “Taboo,” or as we call it, 
“lack.” 


The things that people did that al- 
ways resulted in pain or trouble were 
forbidden or tabooed. At first, every 
violation of the taboo brought its own 
punishment, . For. instance, if the 
tribe lived in a cave and at one dark 
spot a rock protruded so that a man 
would bump his ‘head if he walked 
there, the. megicine man. declared that 
path tabooed*and all who broke the 
taboo bumped their heads and suffer- 
ed. When laws became more ¢ompli- 
cated the natural penalty did not al- 
ways work, and so penalties had to be 
provided to make the taboo good. We 
work under this system now in most 
of our laws, but the teeth still carry 
their own penalties, 

If you neglect your teeth you will 
surely get the penalty without a judge 
or a jury. 

A tooth aches for two general rea- 
sons: First, if the pulp is exposed it 
becomes inflamed and causes intense 
sharp pain from the actual irritation 
of the nerve. In this kind of tooth- 
ache the pain fF entirely from within 
the tooth.

Much time and labor and anxiety 
are saved if the meals are planned 
on paper for at least a few days 
ahead. Then one knows just what 
shall be needed. Potatoes, rice, 
winter vegetables, canned goods 
and things that do not spoil easily 
may be purchased at one time and 
then set aside. Fish when it fe 
.fresh spoils easily and {t is best to 
Shop for this at the last moment 
or if it is purchased in advance, it 
must be covered with sufficient 
cracked ice to keep it. 

But in marketing for anything 
it is best to go to the store your 
self. Select for youself the article 
you desire to purchase and inquire 
its price. Allow yourself sufficient 
time to visit other stores and in- 
quire the price—of a similiar article. 
It {s only by careful comparison of 
quality and“weight or measure and 
price that we may know which 
shop is really the cheaper. 

You are entitled to all the ‘trim: 
mings of the piece of meat you 
buy. The butcher trims off these 
and sometimes removes the bone | 
and throws them into a box under 
the counter. These are sold to 
someone else. Even a small amount 
of trimmings and a bone will be 
enough for the basis of a soup for 
two. ‘ 

Hand to mouth living .or buying 
is to be deplored. Unfortunately, 
some must live this way. But many 
who run accounts might do much bet- 
ter. if'they made an effort to get to- 
gether two or three dollars in cash 
and then shopped where the rery 
most can be gotten for the money. . 

Whenever possible, buy in bulk, and 
not in fancy packages. Food that is 
wrapped in attractive lqoking pack 
ages must of necessity cost more. 
Buy by the pound—that its, loose—in 
bulk anything which must be cooked 
before being eaten. This includes 
the cereals, the dried fruita and many 
other articles of the diet. It is per- 
haps better to choose foods in pack- 
ages if y are to be eaten without | 
further cooking. An example of tnis 
type of food ts the cracker or cookie. 

Study your bills, for every careful 


and how much {t costs. Careful mar- 
keting. wil) reduce bills anywhere 
from ten to twenty per cent. in a giv- 
entime. And such a saving is decid- 
edly worth while.

No. 1—Population . > 

Io. this, the first of a series of articles dealing with some of Can- 
ada’s outstanding needg as it enters the new year, first attention is 
given to the stibject of population, because, after all, the provision 
of many other needs and the solution of most national problems 
hinges upon the question of people. 2 

Some people may challenge-the statement that population is 
Canada’s most pressing need. Pointing. out that there is much un- 
employment at the present time, some may argue ‘that we alread 
have more people than we can adequately provide for, and that all} 
efforts at immigration should cease. Others may contend that 
more important than population is the righting of certain social 
wrongs and the raising of the moral and religious life of the nation. 

There is, of course, roony for argument, but the writer would 
submit that before any country can amount to anything, and aint 
jife, 
there must be an adequate population to make these things possible. 
‘Churches, banks, factories, railways, and so forth, do not make a 
It is ‘people who make a nation. |Without- population 
any land will remain a wilderness, but with people, and only with, 
by and through people can a barren land be made anything else 
but barren. rae 

Along with the New Year, Canada gets a new national adminis- 
tration.

There are hundreds of thousands of prospective emigrants in 
If number alone was all that counted the 
task of the new Minister of Immigration would be easy.. But 
while Canada wants quantity, and can absorb tens of thousands of 
new settlers, they must be of the right type, men and women and 
children who will prove an asset and not a liability to Canada,. Un- 
fits, whether. physically, mentally or morally, are not wanted and 
must be debarred, but the clean, sound, able-bodied should be picked 
out and encouraged to come, and mere lack of money should not be 
imposed as a bar to their admittance. 

Canada is a land of opportunity, While the days of free home- 
stead lands, which attracted a great influx of settlers in the first de- 
cade of the century, are no longer available, there are tens of mil- 
lions of vacant acres of good agricultural land awaiting settlement. 
It will be the task of statesmanship and true nation-building to work 
out a sound policy whereby these lands are made available to set- 
tlers on reasonable terms arid some assistance given to such settlers 
to cuable them to establish homes with an assurance of success. 

The first step towards evolving a practical and successful settle- 
ment sad is to discover why it is that so many thousands of pco- 
ple who have come to Canada in the past with the full determina- 
tion to remain here and make permanent homes for. themselves and 
their children, have, after the lapse of a few years, left the country. 
There is a weakness, a fault, somewhere. It should be clearly 
located and steps taken without loss of time to remedy the defect, 
whatever it may be. That done, then vigorous action should 
follow to encourage the hardworking, fit people of Europe to come 
to Canada, establish homes here, assist in the development of our 
stores of natural wealth, and become good citizens and active par- 
ficipators in the building up of this Dominion.

Dairy Farming In 
Western Canada Is 


oe Making Rapid Progress 


ft has been said that an agricultural 
country Can never reach its maximum 
state of development until its farmers 
engage extensively in dairying. | This 
principle is now universally recogniz- 
ed, and the countries following the 


_ best farming methods are those pro- 


ducing the highest per capita output 
of milk, butter and cheese. 

Western Canada has proved many 
times over that she can produce the) 
best hard wheat in the world, and 
now she is convincing her neighbors 
that she can send them butter.of just 
as. fine a quality as her grain. Her 
farmers are gradually being persuaded 
that the most economical way to mar- 
ket their fodders and other crops is 
in the form of livestock and dairy pro- 
duce, and practical demonstration is 
proving this. During the last ten 
years a phenomenon growth in the 
numbey of dairy cows and a wonderful 
improvement in the quality of darly 
products has been witnessed in the 
Canadian West, At the present rate 
of progress, the permanent agriculture 
of these Western Provinces will, in a 
few years more, be devoted largely to 
intelligent dairy farming, with its pro- 
ducts commanding the same respect 
as “No. 1*Canadian Hard Wheat” does 
today. 

Before this can be accomplished, 
however; it is recognized that West 
ern Canada must produce butter and 
cheese of a quality that will enable 
her to compete in the world’s markets 
with such countries as , Denmark, 


“where the science of marketing dairy 


produce has been reduced to a fine 
art. To do this successfully, the 
basic product—cream—must not only 
be of a high quality, but the finished 
article for export must be of a uni- 
form grade and adapted to the palates 
of the people tn the countries where 
it is sent. This is the problem that is 
now occupying the attention of dairy 
experts in all three provinces. What 
success has attended their efforts may 
be judged from the fact that a ready 
market is found for all: surplus pro- 
duce, not only in the provinces of 
Eastern Canada but also in the Unit- 
ed States and Europe. 

It was not until 1915 that even 
Manitoba, although the oldest of the 
Prairie Provinces, commenced to pro- 
duce ereugh butter to do any export- 
In 1919, however, that province 
sent out 153 carloads, and during the 


-first few months of 1920, 17 carloads 


of creamery butter were shipped to 
Chicago, one to New York, one to 
Philadelphia, and two to Nova Scotia, 
besides @ number of carloads to Bast- 
ern Canadi and the Pacific Coast. 
Saskatchewan is following closely in 
the footsteps of her sister province, 
and during the first nine months of 
1920, shipped 81 carloads of produce, 
43 of which went to Eastern Canada, 
and seven to points in the United 
States. From 4 production of just 
over two million pounds in 1910, Al- 
berta now has an annual output of 
more than twelve million pounds of 
‘treamery butter, which is increasing 
steadily every year. A large propor- 
tion of this naturally figds its way te 
the export market. 

In 1910, Alberta produced 2,315,000 
pounds of butter, Saskatchewan, 1, 
648,696 pounds, and Manitoba, 2,050,- 


' 487 pounds—a total of just over six 


million pounds. In 1920, ten years 
later, the production of these three 
prov.nces had increased between 
eight and nine hundred per cent. to 
62,375,000 pounds, The total -value 
of dairy products was more than 
$74,000,000. 

In spite of such progress, however, 
the dairy industry is only in ite in- 
fancy in the Prairie Provinces, and 
there is much to be accomplished be 
fore these provinces can hope to 
reach their height of production. What 
has been done is but an indication of | 
what may still be accomplished. West- | 
ern Canada’s most pressing need is 
more farmers and more stock, To 
these she offers a great opportunity 
For the dairyman she has cheap land, 
growing heavy crops of grasses and 
fodders, a suitable climate and excel- 
lent marketing facilities, ensuring 
cheap production and a good price for 
the finished produce. Wiht these as- 
sets and a more closely settled popu-

Trappers Making Money 


Expect Good Fur Trapping Season In 
North Country 

Trapping—the big business of the 
north country for the next few months 
is In full swing and many trappers 
are well established on their trap 
lines again. Muskrat trapping has 
been going along briskly and it is ex 
pected that 100,000: pelts will be maz 
keted in The Pas. Reports state that 
the catch is good everywhere,  Trrad- 
ers ang buyers have been paying over 
a dollar for muskrat skins, while one 
that a muskrat is worth 
more than a bushel of wheat and 
worth about as: much as Tour bushels 
of oats, 

Recently a number of fur buyers, 
with a sum. of $30,000 in cash between 
them, left Le Pas for the north to puy 
furs along the Hudson Bay railway. 
The train stops at each trading post 
station for only a few minutes and in 
this brief period the fur buyers myst 
rush upon the trade or trapper if any 
are about to make an offer for their 
furs.. This manner of trading con- 

het of chance as time 
prohibits close examination of the 
pelts, and the buyers can only hastily 
scan them and make their offer. This 
method of buying has been in vogue 
for many years, lone buyers have been 
known to return heré with as high as 


‘$40,000 worth of pelts.

New Machine Sells Tickets 


Also Makes Change and Savee Time 
and Labor 

A machine for the rapid issue of 
railway tickets was being*demonstrat- 
ed at Manchester, Eng. The idea 
is quite simple, Outside the. “bat 
tery” are slits in the walls, and below 
each of these a saucer-shaped recept 
acle, The traveller puts his coins in 
the penny, twopenny or threepenny 
slot and the ticket shoots out into the 
receptacle. If he puts a sixpence 
into the twopenny slit three tickets 
emerge. If he puts a _sixpence into 
the fivepenny slit he will get Nis ticket 
and a penny change He need not 
have two pennies for the twepenny 
ticket Four halfpennies will do, 
andthough it is hardly fair to worry 
the brains of the machine, it accepts 
farthings, But it is‘of no uso to feed 
it with bad or foreign coins, These 
are returned. 

All the. work is done by the opera- 
tor in the box, who stands at the lev 
ers and shoots out the tickets at a 
efeat rate as the coins tumble into a 
receptacle below the levers, Those 
who watched the machine at work, 
and among them were railway men 
said that undoubtedly the Invention 
would preve its value, especially 
during the rush hours. 


Saskatchewan Fisheries 


Fresh Water Product to Value of 
$300,000 Netted Annually In 
Province 

The importance of the: fresh water 
fisheries in Saskatchewan is indi- 
cated by the fact that approximately 
$300,000 worth of fish are being taught 
in the lakes of this province and mar- 
keted annually; according to a report 
of. the Department of Labor and In- 
dustries just published. 

A considerable amount of money 
has been spent on the development 
of the fish business, the total invest- 
ment in boats, gear, smoke houses, 
nets and other impedimenta being 
$56,456. . 

The most popular fresh water fish 
on the market in the province is 
white fish. The total cateh of: this 
class of fish during the last fiscal year 
was 2,420,600 pounds, valued at $212,-. 
869. This represents about . two-! 
thirds of the total fish catch of the 
province, the remainder of the cateh 
being distributed between gold eyes, 
mullets, pickerel, pike, sturgeon, trout 
and tullibee, ‘ 

The scarcest fish for marketing 
purposes is the gold eye. Just one 
ton of this fish was caught and mar- 
keted during the year, its valuation 
being $240. :

There are now three sugar factories 
in Canada which manufacture from 
Canadian sugar beets.

Their an- 
nual production is about 38,000,000 
pounds. About 19,000 acres are cul- 
tivated to beets.

Swine For Peace River 


Pure Bred Saskatchewan Stock Boon 
to Surrounding Communities 
Swine bred on the Saskatchewan 
institutional farms are finding their 
way into the Peace River country as 
& result of the policy of breeding pure 
bred stock on these farms inaugurat- 

ed a couple of years ago. 

Hon, A, P, McNab, minister of pub 
lic works, states that the bulk of the _ 
pure bred sows raised on the various 
institutional farms have already been 
disposed of and 23 pure bred York- 
shire boars have been sold from the 
Prince Albert jail farm, and the men- 
tal asylum farm at North Battleford, 
to the sheep and swine division of the 
federal livestock branch for resale to 
farmers in the Peace River country in 
Alberta, These boars were all young 
stock, and averaged the satisfactory 
price of $30 a head.
